Dear Ms Letkeman: 

Your June 4, 2012 Freedom of Information Act (FIOA) request to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation surfaced a number of documents originated by the 
Department of State. Consequently, these documents were referred to us for 
appropriate handling. 

We have reviewed the documents in question and have excised less than one 
line. That excision is made under exemption (b)(1) (national defense or 
foreign policy) of the FOIA 

You have the right to appeal our determination by writing, within 60 days, to 
the Chairman, Appeals Review Panel, c/o Appeals Officer, A/GIS/IPS/PP/LA, 
U.S. Department of State, SA-2, Room 8100, Washington, D.C. 20522-8100. 
The appeal letter should refer to the case number shown in reference (c) above, 
clearly identify the decision being appealed, and provide supporting arguments 
when possible. For further information, see the Code of Federal Regulations, 
22 CFR 171.52.

Currently in dry dock in Casablanca is a motor vessel named Apollo, which 


is owned and operated by a Panamanian company, Operation and Transport 
Corporation Ltd 0 The vessel is registered ip Panama, but the owner of thr 
company and at the same time the Commodore of the vessel who is aboaul 
the Apollo, Mr* Lafayette Ronald Hubbard, is an American citizen holding 
passport No. 413113. The other two stock holders in the company, who *iv» 
also Americans, are Mary Sue Hubbard, Passport No. 407911 and Leon StcJ.nK»r<,« 
Passport No. 1744774. The Hubbards give their address as Saint Hill P 
East Grinstead, Sussex, England. 


According to a handout prepared by the officers on the Apollo, the ship H 
a training vessel and has aboard some 109 trainees who are learning f, th*j 
art and the culture of navigation, the theory of which when applied 
demonstrates a very useful practice at sea". The handout further states 
that the students, men and women most of whom are couples make up tho 
ship’s company. 


The Panamanian Consul has boarded the Apollo several times and the 
American Consul General visited the ship on one occasion with him. 

They were shown around by a young American girl about 19 or 20 years old 
who said she was studying navigation. When asked if she paid for thla 
instruction, she replied that there was no fee involved except that 
she and other students were required to work. When questioned as to 
why the owners of the vessel would train people in navigation and ol.hoi 
maritime subjects and pay their expenses without a fee, she replied 
that Mr. Hubbard derived his income from "other sources". In a bri^l 
conversation aboard the vessel Mr. Leon Steinberg stated that there 
were many people who wished to learn about the sea and to train themsciv 
for maritime positions; hence the Apollo’s mission was a very profit;' 1 *! 
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one. When asked why the training vessel was operated, he stated that it was 
for the purpose of training people to assume positions with the company, the 
Operation and Transport Corporation, but he declined to explain what positions 
they would occupy. When asked if the company operated other vessels he replied 
affirmatively but refused to give any details. Other crew members were 
questioned by the Panamanian Consul General and others who have had access to 
the ship and all concerned have been completely perplexed by the vagueness of 
the replies. In contradiction to Mr. Steinberg*s statement, none of the 
"student/crew" have stated that they have any commitment to the company after 
the training period is. completed. 

The Apollo is a 320 foot diesel yacht of 3,287 tons built in Belfast in 1937 
by Harlin and Wolf and purchased recently by Operations and Transport Corporation, 
The Apollo, which is now registered as a private yacht under Panamanian law, 
was owned by a British exploration company and was called the Royal Scotsman. 

The vessel is in a very bad state of repair and some of the most urgent 
maintenance repair jobs are being accomplished in dry dock in Casablanca. The 
Panamanian Consul General who boarded the vessel before it went into dry dock 
stated that it was not sea worthy and in his opinion the lives of the M crew n 
had been in jeppardy while the vessel was at sea. (It is understood that the 
Apollo was carrying out maneuvers in international waters for about a month 
off the coast of Safi prior to docking at Casablanca. 

A crew list of the Apollo (copy attached) shows that there are many young American 
men and women besides the owners. According to this list all of the "students’ 1 
are given naval titles such as Commander, Lt. Commander, Ensign, Midshipman, 

Chief Petty Officer, etc. All of the crew members seen by the reporting officer 
appear to be hippie types, although they address each other in military terms 
and rigorously respect the assimilated military ranks assigned. 

It is possible that "Commodore 11 Hubbard and his wife, who has the rank of 
Captain, are philanthropists of some kind and/or eccentrics, but if one does 
not accept this as an explanation, there has to be some other "gimmick" involved 
in this operation. What this "gimmick" might be is unknown here, although 
people in Casablanca have speculated variously from smuggling to drug traffic 
to a far-out religious cult. 

According to Leon. Steinberg and other members of the crew, "Operation and Transport* 
Corporation Ltd" has offices in London and in Hamburg. One is to be opened at 
Copenhagen. According to the Panamanian Consul General the Hubbards and Steinberg 
are investigating the possibility of opening an office in Casablanca. No one, 
howeverj has been able to find out what functions are to be carried out by such 
an office# Sources in Panama, who state that the Hubbards are well connected 
in Panama and maintain a number of very influential* lawyers in the country on 
a retainer basis, have obtained the following information from the Panamanian 
Foreign Office on the Apollo: 

"Operation and Transport Corporation Ltd. is a Panamanian commercial company 
legally operating in the Republic of Panama where it has their main office® 

This company was duly registered at the Public Register of the Republic of ranama 
•the 15th of February 1968 under registration number 612-251, entry number 108,326. 
The company has a registered capital of US $100,000.00. It in an • ( • * N 
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society'with 100 shares of stock at par value of $100*00 each subscribed aS 
follows:

and having his normal residence at Saint Hill Manor, East Grinstead, Sussex, 
England, acting as President of the company* (98%) 

,f Mary Sue HUBBARD, American citizen, holding passport No* 407911, residing also 
at Saint.Hill Manor, East Grinstead, Sussex, England, acting as Treasurer of 
the Company* (1%) 

' ! Leon STEINBERG, American citizen, holding American passport No* 1744774, having 
his normal residence on board the vessel ,f Royal Scotsman 11 now re-named "Apollo”, 
acting as Secretary of the company. (17*) 

f, The motor yacht "Apollo" owned and operated by Operation and Transport Corporation 
Ltd. is classified as a pleasure craft under the Panamanian merchant marine, 
which excludes this vessel from regular consular investigation and is not required 
to have an International Certificate of Classification*" 

The Panamanian Consul General has tried unsuccessfully to meet Commodore Hubbard, 
who has taken a suite at the El Mansour Hotel and has instructed the hotel 
personnel to refuse all telephone calls. 

Copies of this airgram are being sent to London, Hamburg, and Panama for 
information. The Department may care to investigate the matter further to 
determine whether or not there are any illegal activities connected with the 
motor vessel Apollo and the Operation and Transport Corporation Ltd.

Summary! In response to the Embassy's request for background 
information regarding the yacht "Apollo" the following data has 
been compiled from the Department's files. This airgram i3 
based primarily upon Casablanca's A-30 of September 26, 1969. 
Although the source should be protected, addressee posts may 
refer to this report in providing informal background brief¬ 
ings to appropriate local authorities, 

Tlie "Apollo" is one of six vessels owned by a Panama-based 
company headed by one Lafayette Ron Hubbard, The "Apollo" 
is used as a "training ship" in connection with the pseudo- 
religious Church of Scientology, a Los Angeles-based orf.an-. 
ization founded by Hubbard. The unsavory reputation which 
Mr. Hubbard and his "church" have gained over the years has 
undoubtedly helped to foster speculation that the "Apollo" 
is used as a decoy to distract attention from the activities 
of its five sister ships, 

Mr, Hubbard, and the PTC 

The parent company of "Apollo"* the Operation and Transport 
Corp,, Ltd,, was formed and registered in Panama in 1968, 
Family-style in nature, the company's president is L. Ron 
. Hubbard, who owns most of the stock. His wife, Mary Sue 
Hubbard, is listed as company treasurer and Leon Steinberg 
is listed as secretary, OTC seems to be well*funded, even 
though its source of revenue remains obscure. It has main¬ 
tained a clear record in the United States, 
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The Colorful Mr, Hubbard } 

Lafayette Ronald Hubbard hao led a colorful life. He is known S3 a 
. one-time dabbler in magic and the black arts, as well as a science- 
fietlon writer. The London Times reports that his talents do not end 
there. The article quotes Hubbard as stating, "crippled and blinded 
at the end of the war (WWII), I resumed studies of philosophy and 
by my discoveries, recovered so fully that I was reclassified in 1949 
for full combat duty." Mr. Hubbard also maintains a professional as¬ 
sociation with two organizations known as American Institute for 
Human Engineering and Development and The African Development As¬ 
sociation, He is also reputed to have well-established Panamanian 
contacts. It appears that Mr, Hubbard's solid reputation in Panama 
balances unevenly with the unsavory reputation which his Church of 
Scientology earned for itself. 

The "Church" and the "Apollo"; 

At times denied, "Apollo's association with the Loo Angeles-based 
Church of Scientology does exist. The Scientology is purported to be 
a "religious philosophy which enables an individual to learn more about 
himself and life". Basically, it is a "Dare to be great" type of 
scheme designed to strengthen areas in which an individual may be 
"weak", such as self-confidence, perception, inter-personal relation?, 
etc. This is accomplished in a "credit course", tuition rates of which 
are $40..00 a "credit hour". The total course consists of approxi¬ 
mately 100 credit hours. Church of Scientology, like its sister, 
"Apollo", hao had a history of problems, It was the subject of high- 
level government Investigations in South Africa and Australis, whole 
the action resulted in its permanent exclusion from the State of 
Victoria, Scientology and founder (Hubbard) have also been banned 
from pngland, where, after extensive investigation the Minister 
of Health declared in Parliament in 1968: ",..that Scientology is 
socially harmful." Although the precise internal structure of the 
organization remains undetermined, participants and their activities 
are closely scrutinized. This surveillance extends to monitoring n-n- 
bers* mail, which includes, at times, both receiving and responding 
for the addressee.

TTnce Its purchase *y *%£ preseti 1 - 
owners, the yacht and its crew hove exhibited a proclivity for notocino< 
problems. ■ In March of 1969, the vessel and her personnel were ext fell'.d 
from Greece, subsequent to an altercation xrith the authorities iu Cor ’u. 
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When “Apollo” was dry-docked for repairs in Safi, Morocco in July of 1971, 
an American citizen shot and killed herself on board. The irregular man¬ 
ner of reporting the death was noted at the time. Local officials were 
duly notified, but burial of the young tforaan hod taken place before the 
American consular officials were aware of her demise, In reoponse to 
subsequent Embassy contacts about the matter, officials of the ship 
evidence deep concern over the possibility of additional investigation 
of the ship and its activities. The ship's captain, Norman F. Starke, 
prepared an elaborate draft to various agencies and persons in the 
United States (including the President), alleging that the safety and 
existence of the vessel and its crew had been threatened in the name 
of the government of ,the United States by Embassy personnel, a charge 
later proved to be entirely unsubstantiated, 

In 1969, the declared function of the yacht was for the purpose of 
training "its employees in the art and culture of navigation, the theory 
of which, when applied, demonstrates a very useful practice at sea," 

Two years later, company brochures indicated that the ship is used 
for business management and business training purposes, the pursuit 
of which includes courses in business management systems and organiza¬ 
tions, tourism, and data analysis technology. 

It is not infrequently speculated that "Apollo" is used as a "decoy" to 
distract attention from the still-unknown activities of ita five sister 
ships, A perhaps more accurate speculation might be that "Apollo" 
hag a volatile or multi-faceted function. 

Any additional information regarding the activities of the "Apollo”, 
the Church of Scientology of OCT and "Apollo's” five sister ships cornin'' 
to the attention of addressee posts should be reported to the Department: 
(SCS) as expeditiously as possible. 
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^Inquiries conducted at Arizona State Prison; Florence, Arizona, 
reveal thats'Scie ntolopy literature, instructions and equipment are 
being utilizmHGj/'' Cll'd Harconon Drug Therapy Group at Arizona State 
Prison, Prison officials knowledgeable regarding use of Scientology 
literature and equipment.

' DETAILS: 

On June 18 , 1969 , Assistant Prison Warden Dale F. BRANDFAS arid 
Senior Captain A. G. JMDIEZ, Officer in Charge of Inmates, both of 
the Arizona State Prison, Florence, Arizona, were jointly interviewed. 
Both Sources advised-that this prison has a Narconoh Drug Therapy 
Group in existence among the prison inmates. This group reportedly 
has been functioning for approximately three years and its purpose 
is to help the prison inmates who were narcotic addicts adjust to 
a life without a dependency on narcotics. Source JIMIHEZ was further 
Identified as being a serai-sponsor of this group which reportedly has 
an inmate membership of 70-80 inmates at present.

The "commodore" oi that ship during a visit 
to Casablanca^Casablanca A-30 dated September 26 < *_|969) was ' t 
L, Ron Huboa’rd, who is, I believe, the founder of Scientology. I have 
seen one of Hubbard's pamphlets •and understand why Scientology appeals 
to some minds and outrages others. As far as I am aware, Scientology 
operates more or less openly in the United States, as well as in several 
other countries. I have been told one of its activities is selling 
correspondence courses at around $2, 000 each. While I know that 
Scientology has been denounced by many people, I am not aware that it 
has ever been accused of illegal activities by American authorities. 
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So, the air of mystery on the good ship "Apollo" and with respect to

The following Information on Scientology is submitted 
in response to interest expressed at the Vienna Consular 
Conference in November, 1971 for pertinent information 
on this movement. ’’ 

Scientology has been active jLn Denmark since at the least 
the mid-1960s, and it has been as difficult to learn of 
its operations, methods^and doctrinal content here as 
in other places where ;it has 'had branches. To the 
Embassy's knowledge, it has two offices dn the Greater 
Copenhagen area, and the steam yacht, "Athena”, moored .in 
Copenhagen Harbor and operating under the aegis of the 
Operations and Transport Corporation (OTC),and Advance 
Organization Saint Hill (AOSH). The "Athena" is used as a 
mailing address for persons involved in Scientology. 

As far as the Danish police are concerned, the Scientologists 
in Denmark are not engaged in any' illegal activities. 

Their.young people distribute leaflets about their 
religion, and they give courses in "Diabetics". 

The Embassy had a series of stiff exchanges in 1971 with 
one Niels W. KJELLERUP, who describes himself as the 
"A/Guardian for [Europe, Church of Scientology of California 
World Wide", on the question of direct contact between this 
.Embassy and private American citizens, giving Scientology 
installations and ships as addresses, and concerning whom 
information is being sought by next-of-kin in the United 
States. Mr. Kjellerup and others in the Scientology 
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organization have steadfastly refused "to facilitate direct 
' contact with such American citizens and have insisted 
on serving as messengers in both directions. .In connection 1 
with the case of Miss Margaret Manning, the following 
paragraphs -from.a letter written on April 22, 1971, by 
the then Consul to Mr. KjeHerup in response to his 
inquiry*, give the Embassy's position quite clearly: ' 

"Returning to principles, it has’been the responsibility 
of United States consular officers since the founding 
of our nation to protect United States citizens abroad. 
Seeking information on the "welfare/whereabouts 
of 'United States citizens is an integral part of our 
work. We must naturally pay particular attention 
to requests, for assistance from the parents of minor 
children. By the standards of most nations, including 
the United States and Denmark, Miss Manning was a minor. 

, In carrying out their responsibilities, consular officers 
are not to be impeded by intermediate parties in 
establishing contact with anyone who is the subject of 
a welfare/whereabouts inquiry. Every action I took 
in the Manning case was in keeping with'my assigned 
•responsibilities as a consular officer. 

The’ Manning case ’is now closed. But, Copenhagen remains 
the city to which mail for the A pollo and, as you -indicated, 
other Scientology ships -is sent -for forwarding. -It is 
natural to [assume that the parents, -relatives and interest¬ 
ed friends of those.United States citizens aboard 
these ships will turn to the Embassy at Copenhagen for 
assistance if and when needed. 

During your visit,' you explained to me that it was the 
, policy of your organization to withhold information as 
to the location of the Apollo and other ships. In the 
absence of any current ’inquiry, I am not particularly 
interested in ’knowing the present location of these ships.

that you would extend your full cooperation should there

Reference messages and miscellaneous data available he"ije suggest that 
Lafayette Ronald Hubbard, President of "OperatiofNand Transport 
Corporation, Limited," Panama, and "Commodore 11 of<M/V "Apollo," 
is the guru of the Scientology movement and probably the promoter of 
"The American Institute for Human Engineering and Development" and 
the "African Development Foundation, " A presumed associate of 
Hubbard, Richard S. \Wrigley (ref 2), is currently in Tangier as 
representative of the latter two organizations.

Mr. Wrigley has called at CAFRAD (known in English as "The African 
Training and Research Center in Administration for Development"), 
a regional organization located here which has been receiving support 
from UNESCO and USAID. Mr. .Wrigley sought information on CAFRAD 1 s 
activities and then followed up with a letter addressed to CAFRAD 1 s 
former director in which he indicated that "The African Develppment 
Foundation" was prepared to supply to CAFRAD an expert in human 
engineering to assist on fSAFRAD projects and conduct independent 
research. A copy of Mr. Wrigley 1 s letter is attached. The letterhead 
of this letter is "Operation and Transportation Corporation, Limited. " 


Dr. David Kimble, Research Director of CAFRAD, consulted this 
Consulate General for background on the organization Mr. Wrigley 
claims to represent. Dr. Kimble told us that the First Secretary of 
the Ivory Coast Embassy in Rabat "pressured" the Director of CAFRAD 
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to assist Mr. Wrigley. Dr. Kimble described Mr. Wrigley as extremely 
smooth and pleasant but very uninformed about African development and very 
vague about the aims and program of the Foundation he purports to represent. 

The Consulate General informed Kimble that we have no official guidance on 
Operation and Transport Corporation and its affiliated activities, but briefed 
him on substance of reference messages. Judging from Kimble's own reactions 
to Mr. Wrigley and his proposal, we do not anticipate that CAFRAD will give 
Wrigley any serious encouragement. However, we have not seen Department's 
reply to Abidjan's queries and would be glad to pass on to CAFRAD any further 
information or views that Department may consider appropriate.

Putting all this to one side, the second interest of the benefactors is co¬ 
operation and assistance to existing groups.

(2) The personnel employed in CAFRAD activities and their outlook and 
general attitudes. 

I have concludedmy observations and have the following proposal to make 
which I offer for your consideration and hopeful acceptance. 

I will arrange for one person who is of suitable qualification and is also 
expert in the field covered by Human Engineering, to work for CAFRAD., at the 
Tangier centr§r. The expenses and salary of this person to be met by the 
'African Development Foundation'. This person to assist on CAFRAD projects, 
and also to conduct his own research to evaluate utilization of the data covered 
by Human Engineering in Public Administration in Africa and Administration Schools. 

The direct donation of monies fo.r the support of CAFRAD is not something that 
can be considered at present, but as the interest of the benefactors of the Foundation 
is co-operation with other groups working for similar purposes, then I oan offer 
the services of a qualified person who could benefit CAFRAD.

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In response to a request from the Las Vegas police, the Chief 
Secretary's Office of the Victorian Government has asked the 
Consulate General's assistance in a proper response to Las Vegas 
police request for the enclosed "Report of the Board of Inquiry 
into Scientology", and "Appendix 19" of that Report. 

The Chief Secretary has asked for the Consulate General's 
assistance because of the possibility of a libal^ction against 
the Victorian Government - by Layfayette Ronald Hubbard, the 
founder of Scientology - were they to forward the report 
(particularly the appendix) to Las Vegas. The report has boon 
made available to the Consulate General for use as it sees fit. 

The Chief Secretary’s Office has indicated that the report is 
one of the most comprehensive - and critical - yet published on 
Scientology, and, as such, has drawn Hubbard's particular attontlon. 
In addition, since the Federal Government in Canberra has recently 
recognized Scientology as a legitimate religion, the Victorian 
Government is anxious to avoid becoming enmeshed in a Federal- 
State controversy over the treatment accorded this organization. 

The Department is requested to forward the attached report (and 
appendix) to the Las Vegas police (Detective J. Rowley, Special 
Investigator, Police Department, City of Las Vegas, 1301 East 
Lake Mead Blvd., Las Vegas, Nevada) with a covering communication 
noting that it must be used discreetly, particularly in connection 
with Appendix 19, which has never been publicly released in 
Australia.

The Consulate General believes that further unilateral investigation 
into tho incident ie iaposdblo, given the Pacha's attitude toward 
tho Apollo and the fact that the vessel is Panamanian registered. 
However, tho Panamanian, Consul Oencral is aware that the existence 
of an uni icon-sod revolver aboard the ship could cause complications 
for him from his government should American press, congressional or 
government interest become too pressing. 


During tire Consular official's champagne-spiced tour of the vessel, 
he got the distinct impression that neither Mr* Warren nor tho Apollo's 
resident representative. Miss Meredith Thowas of Tangier, really 
expected or carod if the officer believed the story of a floating 
business research firm. Cn the other hand, there was nothing visibk 
to indicate the story was a complete fabrication or, more important, 
that any thing, illegal was carried out aboard the ship. It should be 
noted, however, that all efforts by the Consular officer to talk 
privately with any of the other "crewmen" were deftly blocked by 
Hr. Warren. 

Tho Panamanian Consul Genoral adulttod later that ho oould not 
accept the Apollo's.story about its activities and that he.had hoard 
from a paid Informant in Rome that tho vessel was part of a Mafia 
operation run through a connection in Naples. The Anaricon Consular 
officer suggests that while lit*. ^appi-Pore knows more than ho admits, 

he himself remains ignorant of the motive behind tho whole affair.

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The vessel, although in good running condition. Is rusty, cramped 
and certainly lacks the atmosphere of a possible floating brothel. 

At least half the crew are non and the girls seen aboard are fra nkl y 
not that eyecatching. And despite local Interest In foreign wexaen, 
the ease of bringing women into Morocco by commercial aircraft or 
other cheap means would not give the Apollo a chance from the 
competition standpoint. The possibility that the ship is lnvolvod 
in drugs — or anas — smuggling seems remote In view of the ship's 
linlted noveaents (mostly along the .Moroccan coast)^ tho excessive 
number of crewaeabers (and potential informants) and’ the hith 
operational cost. 


Equally, the proposition that the Apollo is a floating orgy or nudist 
colony seens unreasonable since the vessel Is usually at dook, where 
excessive noise or flesh would certainly become well publicized in 
Morocco. One cannot immediately rejeot the.Idea that the Apollo is 
spawning a new life philosophy or spiritualist cult, but it seems 
strange that such an organization would not engage In some open 
publicity to attract adherents. 


The most into roe ting new aspect of the Apollo affair Is the existence 
of five other vessels. Mr. Waxy on was deliberately vague cn the 
location and operations of thoso othor ships except to say that they 
were much smaller vessels and were ’'involved* in " similar* activitie s 
as the Apollo. However, Apollo captain, Norman F. Starkey i'did" ' 
mention that one . of these vessels was being sold to acquire a

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Begin UNCLASSIFIED The British Government last month announced^ 
the first official steps against the practice of Scientology 
in the United Kingdom by refusing to admit foreigners coming 
to this country to attend Scientology courses or conferences 
and by refusing to ^extend the stay of those already here. As 
a result, several/hundred persons who sought/to attend the 
just concluded International Congress of Scientology, the 
majority of whom were believed to be Americans, were refused 
admittance* The Congress nevertheless attracted at least 600 
participants. The growth of Scientology in the United Kingdom 
has been the subject of adverse criticism in the British press 
for several years and has been condemned by Government Ministers 
_and other members of Parliament in the House of Commons for 
*Ku./two years prior to the announcement of the immigration restric- 
trtion. 


Scientology is described by its American founder, Lafayette Ron 
Hubbard, in advertisments, as Vthe world’s largest mental 
health organization"* According to the British press, a spokes¬ 
man for the Scientology Foundation of New York recently de¬ 
fined it as a religious philosophy teaching "p3j0cess.es which 
bring about a heightened awareness and validation of self • 

A commission of inquiry established by the State of Victoria, 
•Australia, concluded in 1965 that Scientology is, however, 

"the world’s largest organization of unqualified persons 
engaged in the practice of dangerous techniques which masquerade 
as mental therapy." As a result of this finding, the legis¬ 
lature of Victoria adopted the Psychological Practices Act, 
which effectively terminated Scientology in that state. 
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Some years ago ; Hubbard established an International Headquarters 
and a residential College of Scientology at East Grinstead, Sussex. 

A residential college also operates in Edinburgh, and non-residential 
courses are given at a center in London. Numerous instances of 
disturbance of the peace and other offensive practices provoked 
tne iasc Grinstead Town Council to demand that the Government act 
against the scientologists, and members of Parliament from the 
area have raised the matter on at least three occasions in the 
House of Commons. In 1966 and 1967 the Minister of Health responded 
by denouncing Scientology as "potentially harmful to its adherents," 
based on findings of the Australian Commission and reports from local 
British authorities. The Minister expressed hope that such comment 
would be sufficient to deter gullible persons who might be tempted 
by the cultfe advertisements. 

Unfortunately, as the Minister of Health admitted when the subject 
was brought up again in the House on July 25, 1968, these warnings 
were inadequate. Scientology has flourished and now claims 150,000 
registered members in the United Kingdom and a weekly income of 
£64,000 from "course" fees, exclusive of funds derived from sale 
of Hubbard's voluminous writings. The Minister, therefore, announced 
that the Government had now found that Scientology is "socially 
harmful" (Tts authoritarian principles and practice are a potential 
menace to the personality and t^ell-being of those so deluded as to 
become its followers; above all, its methods can be a serious danger 
to the health of those who submit to them.") and had issued the 
immigration ban mentioned above. In response to pressures for the 
establishment of a British commission of inquiry or for direct 
action against the organization itself, the Minister responded that 
he and the Home Secretary "shall continue to keep a close watch 
on the situation and are ready to consider other measures should 
they prove necessary." 

j, 

In the meantime, the immigration restrictions have had considerable 
impact. Hubbard himself, who was out of the country when the ban 
was announced (cruising in the Mediterranean on one of the organi¬ 
zation's three yachts, or "sea orgs") was affected by the ban and 
was thus unable to preside over the International Congress and 
sent several tape recorded speeches instead. Some 200 foreigners 
attending courses at the East Grinstead College whose residence 
permits were expiring have been given 30 day extensions to make 
arrangements for departure. Several newspapers that carried feature 
articles exposing the claims of Scientology have been sued for 
libel, and three members of the East Grinstead Town Council who 
proposed the resolution urging the Government to ban the organization 
have been sued for slander, as has a Member of Parliament who 
repeated on television what he had said in the House. In these 
legal actions, the organization styles itself the "Church of 
Scientology of California," although this is not one of the names 
under which Scientology is legally registered in the United Kingdom.

However, CAFRAD was uninterested in Wrigley’s offer. CAFRAD' 
officers with whom Wrigley spoke were impressed by his total lack of 
knowledge of things African., One CAFRAD officer told the Congen that 
Wrigley ! s goals were extremely vague and that he was impossible to pin 
down.on specifics of the organizations he represented and its ultimate 
goals. (See Tangier A-30, 10/8/69.) 

Little is known of the operations of-Ope ration and Transport-Company 
hfere, and its officers are elusive aboutwhat.it does. However, we 
presume that the Scientologists aboard the Apollo and in Tangier do 
whatever it is that Scientologists do elsewhere. There have been rumors 
in town that the Apollo is involved in drug or white slave traffic. How¬ 
ever, we doubt these reports. The local police have told us that they 
.have secretly examined goods being taken aboard the Apollo and have not 
found any drugs. The stories about w-hite slave traffic undoubtedly stem 
from the fact that included among the crew of the Apollo are a large 
number of strikingly beautiful young ladies. However, we are skeptical 
that a vessel that stands out like a sore thumb, in which considerable 
interest is bound to be generated, .and with a crew numbering in the 
hundreds would be *a reasonable vehicle for smuggling or-white slaving. 


According to the publicity put out by OTC to the local press, the Apollo 
is a floating "business school" which-uses "new techniques" to study 
current problems of business. However, when pressed to name their 
clients, OTC representatives regularly refuse to do so. (At one time ya, 
last year shortly after the death of Susan Meister /see Casablanca 366, 
7/17/71, and other traffic this subject/a representative of OTp did admit 
to a Casablanca Consular Officer .that, the Scientology organization was 
one of OTC*s clients.) 
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The Moroccan shore operations .of the Apollo bunch seem to be 
concentrated in Tangier, where OTC owns or leases several properties, 
OTC also maintains an office in Rabat, ,presiunably tohandle government 
relations as they do not have anylknown operations there. (The Rabat 
office was opened under the name of AIHED but was subsequently changed 
’■'to OTC.) In Tangier OTC occupies an ex-missionary boarding school on 
the Tangier airport road, a property,bought by OTC in.19*71. In addition, 
OTC owns two hou^es“in Tangier and rents a third. The'houses are for 
the use of the staff who“are resident in Tangier. The largest of the 
houses is reserved for Scientology "guru"L. Ron Hubbard himself, and 
he occupies.it on his visits to Tangier.

by the Apollo and that the translations were mostly into Scandanavian 
languages. She was evasive about what sort of courses were being 
offered by OTC aboard the Apollo and, as usual, would not reveal who 
the company's clients were. 


OTC seems to have from five to ten people stationed ,for extended-’* •'* 
periods of time in Tangier. During the Consular Officer's visit,to the 
Tours Reception Centre after the death of Miss .King, he was introduced 
to five or six persons who were identified as employees of the Centre. 
However, most of these have now left, having been replaced by others •* 
who have debarked from the Apollo during its recent visits. The former 
Centre personnel .have gone on board the Apollo, presumably for duties 
there or for transfer to other parts of the Scientology empire. 
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The local police maintain a distant interest in the operations of the OTC 
and the Apollo. In a recent conversation with a Tangier Consular Officer, 
a local police inspector told him that the police were interested in the 
ship, but that they had not gotten around to doing an investigation of its 
activities. To date they have only checked out the possibility of drug 
trafficking on board (see above). The police officer informed the Conoff 
that he would keep the Consulate General informed of whatever he 
managed to find out about OTC. He said that the police were particularly 
concerned about the e.ffect the Scientologists might have on young 
Moroccans. He noted that when the Apollo was in port, young members 
of the crew, especially female members, frequented local bars and 
other hangouts apparently in an effort to recruit young non-Moroccan 
locals, either to visit the ship.for public relations purposes or as 
potential clients. To date, the Scientologists have not contacted many 
Moroccan nationals, but the officer informed the Conoff that should they 
make a practice of doing so, that the police would take a dim view of it.

Their operations to date seem to be too free 
from the usual Moroccan red tape and obstructionism-for this not to be 
the case. The existence of an OTC office in the kingdom’s capital also 
supports this contention. 


There is a rumor circulating in Tangier that the Apollo is a CIA 
operation and that the OTC representatives are CIA agents. In apparent 
earnest, the Governor of Tangier province told the Consul General in 
December, 1971, that this was his assumption, (See Tangier 786, 
12/17/71.) After the Consul General categorically informed him that- 
this was certainly not the case, he replied that the next time the Apollo 
called in Tangier, it would be quarantined and that no one would be 
allowed to disembark. The Apollo has not called in Tangier since that 
conversation. (The Apollo is now rumored to be cruising between 
several southern Moroccan ports and the Portuguese and Spanish islands.) 
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We have heard that the Scientologists operate in several parts of the world 
using ships similar to the Apollo. (OTC representatives have said on 
several occasions that the company'operates five such vessels.) We 
would appreciate the Departments providing us with a summary of 
Scientology operations in other parts of the world. The Department may 
also wish to transmit this airgram to other posts that have Scientologists 
operating in their areas.

• SCIENTOLOGY: The Scientologists Establish a Base 


la Tangier 


SUMMARY 


The Scientology organisation seems bent on making Tangier one 
of its principal bases of operations. Since the first coll of the 
vessel, "Apollo" in 1969, the Scientologists and their front ( 
organisation, the Operation and Transport Company Ltd.', have 
been buying and renting property in Tangier. The Apollo has 


continued to call here and Tangier seems to have become a 


major focus of Scicptology activities, 
mystery.

The first indications that the Scientologists were interested in;' ‘ 
More&cQ and specifically in Tangier came in 1969. The,Motor 
yach fl ApoIlo (P anamanian registry) having been ordered out of" 
Greece in March, 1969 (see Athens 1024, 3/IS/69) called in 
Tangier In late April of that year. The ship spent about a 
week in port and then left. la September, the vessel 
appeared in Casablanca, where it spent some time undergoing 
repairs and generating an aura of mystery about itself (see 
Casablanca A-30, 9/26/69). 


About the same time, an American citizen, Richard Wrigley, 
began to appear in various Moroccan cities passing himself 
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off as a representative o! the ‘'American Institute of Human Engineering • 
and Development (A2HED). M According to Wrlgley, the organization was 
''the executors (sic) of The African Development Foundation. 11 
Mr. Wriglcy acknowledged that h® was also associated with the Operation • 
and Transport Company Ltd., but maintained that thore was no official 
connection between the OTC and the "foundation. M 


Mr. Vfrijlcy'a specific aim in Tangier seemed to be to place a person 
whom the AIMED would choose and .finance in CAFRAID. (A USAID/ 
UNESCO supported organisation located in Tangier and known in English 
as the African Training Center in Administration for Development.) 
However, CAFRAD was uninterested in Wrlgley's offer, CAFRAD 
officers with whom Wrlgley spoke were Impressed by his total lack of 
knowledge of things African* One CAFRAD officer told the Coagen that 
Wrigley's goals wore extremely vague and that ho was impossible to pin 
down on specifics of the organizations he represented and its ultimate 
goals. (Sec Tangier A-30, 10/8/69.) 


Little is known of the operations of Operation and Transport Company 
here, and its officers are elusive aboai what it docs. However, we 
presume that the Scientologists aboard the Apollo and in Tangier do 
whatever It is that Scientologists do elsewhere. There have boon rumors 
in town that the Apollo is involved in drug or white slave traffic. How¬ 
ever, wo doubt these reports* The local police have told us that they 
have secretly examined goods being taken aboard the Apollo and have not 
found any drugs. The stories about white slave traffic undoubtedly stem 
from the fact that included among the crew of the Apollo are a large 
number of strikingly beautiful young ladles. However, wc are skeptical 
that a vessel that stands out like a sore thumb, in which considerable 
interest is bound to be generated, and with a“ crew numbering la the 
hundreds would be n reasonable vehicle for smuggling or white slaving.

According to the publicity put out by OTC to the local press, the Apollo 
is a floating "business school" which uses "new techniques" to study 
current problems of business* However, when pressed to name their 
clients, OTC representatives regularly refuse to do so. (At one time 
last year shortly after the death of Susan Mclcior /feeo Casablanca S66, 
7/17/71, and other traffic this subject/a representative of OTC did admit 
to a Casablanca Consular Officer that the Scientology organization was 
one of OTC'c clients,)

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The Moroccan shore operations of tho Apollo bunch seern to be 
concentrated in Tangier, where OTC owns or leases several properties. 
OTC also maintains an office in Rabat, presumably to handle government 
relations as they do not have any known operations there. (Tins Rabat 
office was opened under tho name of ASHED but was subsequently changed 
to OTC.) in Tangier OTC occupies an ox-missionary boarding school on 
' the Tangier airport road, a property bought by OTC In 1971. In addition, 
OTC owns two houses in Tangier and rents a third* The houses are for 
tho use of the staff who arc resident la Tangier. The largest of tho 
houses Is reserved for Sclcecology ’’guru' 1 X». Ron Hubbard himself, and 
he occupies it on hie visits to Tangier, According to a local paper, OTC 
has bought a considerable tract of land adjacent to the ex-mlsslonary 
school.

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SUMMARY 

Coorge Melster, father of a girl who apparently killed herself 
in June aboard the private yacht "Apollo” in Safi, left'Morocco.after a 
three-day privato investigation convinced that there was foul play involved. 
Despite various threats from Apollo representatives, including one under 
the Department's name, Mr. Melster said he Intended to do hie utmost to 
discredit'the Church of 8clentology,'which is connected with the 390-crew’ 
Apollo and which Mr. Melster feels is somehow responsible for his daughter's 
death. Apollo representatives are concerned that Mr. Melster, working ^ 
through U.S. Government channels, may be able to have the Apollo organization- 
kicked out of Morocco cs apparently vaa done in England and Greece.

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George MELSTER, a 52-year old Colorado shoe salessutn', left 
Casablanca on July 27 certain in hla mind there was foul,play Involved in 
the apparent suicide of his daughter, Miss Susan Carol KEISTER, aboard the 
private yacht "APOLLO” In Safi on June 25. Melster said that, while he 
never expected to, proVe foul play, he planned to return to the United States 
to launch a legal''and publicity campaign against the Church.of Scientology 
and the Apollo which he believed ware somehow responsible for the death; 

Keister said that he had learned from a Rev. MARIN of the Los 
Angeles branch of the Church of Scientology that Mias Keister, 22, hsd been 
sent by that organization to the Apollo'in February 1971' for "training”. 
According to Apollo spokesman Lt. Peter David WARREN, (dpob.24 April 1943, . 
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London, England), the church Is only ona "client** of a purpoted business 
management/research flra headquartered aboard the Panamanlan-registered 
Apollo with it* crew of 390*- Warren did admit, however, that about half 
of the crew were members of the Church, headed by L. Ron HUBBARD, the 
ship's commodore, (Keister requested an interview with Hubbard, who was 
aboard the vessel during Keister's two-day visit to Safi. It was not 
granted.) 


Keister had interviews with the Pasha (mayor) of Sail, several 
police officials, the city's equivalent of the-district attorney, and 
the Moroccan doctor who•performed the autopsy. All were moat polite but 
reluctant to discuss the case in detail since the file had been sent to 
the Juge d'Instruction (similar to a grand Jury) in Marrakech for a 1 final 
review. However, all officials remained convinced that the official 
verdict would be suicide simply because there was no evidence available 
to the contrary. I 


During Keister's stay in Ssfi, accompanied by the reporting 
•officer, he learned from police photographs that his right-handed daughter 
-had shot herself In the center of.the forehead with a .22 cel. Colt target 
revolver (unlicensed and therefore Illegally aboard the ship). She had 
used the thumb of her left hand to pull the trigger on the long-barrelled 
weapon and, apparently, used her right hand to aim it. 


Miss'Melster left a note which Mr. Keister verified was. in her 
handwriting. The note, which could have been interpreted as e statement 
that she was leaving the veasol, was dated June 24, the day before she 
died. (Mr. Melster said that Rev. Marin, whom he saw prior to his visit 
to Morocco, said that the girl had earlier stated aha wanted to leave the 
'-ship and return home to meet a former boy-friend who had just returned 
’'from Vietnam.) The girl was dressed in e cotton dress which she normally 
wore only when she went ashore. The dress was hiked up about the waist, 
a fact that pur*led the investigating police inspector, who commented 
that Miss Melater had been very tidy in all other aspects of her suicide. 

Both Warren end Chief Petty Officer Jon I VAX BOSCH, a 30-year 
old former cruise line hostess, had reported that Mias Melster had. gone 
into a depressive state about three weeks prior to her death. Miss Van 
Hoecke, always at Keister's side to make his stay "in any way** more 
comfortable, also said that Miss Keister's "work" had seriously deteriorated 
during the final weeks. However, in interviews aboard the ship with 
reportedly close friends of Miss Melster, Melster and the Consular Officer 
concluded that the girl had remained in a cheerful state even through lunch 
of the'fatal day. And the girl's supervisor in the "Personal/Administrative 
Training" section, 14-year old Lt. Robin R00S, said he never had work or 
disciplinary problems with Miss Melster. 
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The local police permitted Mr..Keister and the reporting, 
officer to examine the application apparently signed by the girl prior 
to her arrival aboard the Apollo. In.the document Hlu Keister admitted 
to having uecd LSD, hashish and other "drugs"; of having undergone 
’’drying-out" at e mental health center in Colorado; and of having been 
convicted of shoplifting. (Tho application, interestingly enough, does 
not ask questions about education,,prior work experience or even what 
position the applicant seeks. Immediately following name, address, age, 
etc. are questions pertaining to LSD experience, criminal records, etc. 

The application also does not indicate what organisation it is for.) 

■* Warren, in a private conversation with the Consular Officer, 
said ,that his "office” (presumably the Apollo's owners, the Overseas 
snd Transportation Coopany. Ltd. of Copenhagen) had films of Miss Keister 
as a topless dancer and in "other roles”. They would be willing to use 
then as necessary to stop any action by Mr. Keister agslnst the Church of 
Scientology or the Apollo. (Mr. Warren also indicated that his "organi¬ 
sation" could "ruin the career" of any Foreign Service Officer who caused 
the ship undue problems.) 

On the morning of Helster's departure, Melster called the 
American Consulate in Casablanca to say that he was accosted at the airport 
by a well-dressed young man who told-hia "We know who you are and why you 
are here. The CIA and the FBI have been watching you. If you make any 
more trouble for the State Department', you've had it." 

Mr. Meiater also reported by phone that earlier the same day 
Mr. Warren said.his organisation was willing to.consider giving 
Mr. Keister e (unspecified) sum of money to avoid further complications. 
According to Mr. Keister, he refused to discuss the subject further. 

Later, Mr. Warren admitted to the reporting officer that ha "had brought 
up the subject" with Mr. Meiater, but "nothing has been definitely decided".

Melster said he and his attorney•brother did fairly extensive 
research on the Church of Scientology prior to bis trip to Morocco. While 
he admitted he woe unable to understand the end'motive of the organisation, 
he wss convinced that its creator, Ron HUBBARD, former science fiction 
writer, is insane, snd the organisation itself la a threat to humanity. 

In short, he is gunning for the Church aod the ship. However, we must 
agree with him that it is very unlikely that his daughter's death will be 
proven anything other than suicide. . , 

Mr..Keister's visit had two effects: ' It wes obvious that the 
authorities in Safi, especially the Pasha, were concerned that the presence 
of the Apollo in their city could become an embarrassment. Interestingly, 
the same day Mr. Melster left Casablanca, the Apollo moved 1 to Agadir and, 
according to Mr. Warren, planned shortly to ssil for Lisboa for a "atay". 
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Warren also privately expressed concern that Hr. HeUter, working through 
U.S. Government channels, night be able to have the Apollo‘organisation 
kicked out of Morocco, "as has been the case in England and in Creece". 

(Mr. Warren's passport shoved that he made frequent trips into Greece in 
1968 when the Apollo reportedly ran into trouble with that country's 
Government and had to leave.) 

The second solid resrilt of Hr. Keister's visit was the admission 
by Warren that there was. a connection between.the Apollo and the Church of 
Scientology, a connection previously denied. The extent of this connection 
and its purpose, however, remain a mystery, like practically everything 
else aboard the Apollo.

mentioned in the affidavita, Mr. Warren had made a thinly disguised 
threat against Galbraith's personal safety (not previously reported to 
the Department).

W are ewarc that when Mr. George MEISTER, father of Miss Susan Mcister, 
left Casablanca on July 27 after his investigation into tho alleged 
June 25 suicide of his daughter aboard the private yacht ’’Apollo”, he 
said he was convinced that somehow the Apollo and/or the Apollo's "client”, 
the Church of Scientology, was responsible for his daughter's death. 

He told Vice Consul Galbraith that he Intended to do hla utmost to discredit 
the ship and the church and it la quite possible that he made his 
intentions quite clear to Mr. Warren. 


Interestingly enough, Mr. Warren requestod an appointment,with Galbraith 
on July 28 at a downtown Casablanca hotel, the day after Mr. Meister

Wc wish to point out that Mr. Galbraith went to Safi on July 13 at 
Mr. Warren's telephoned request. ^Warren said the Vice Consul should 
bo present when the death certificate for Miss Meiater was registered 
in the Safi city records. G<lbraith told Warrtn that It wao j 
unnecessary fof him to be there, but Warran Insisted, addtrig tjiat 
he Was acting at the request of the faaha (Mayor) of Safi. Galbraith 
repeat the day of July 13 In Safi 6nly to^discover that it was 
impossible to see tho pasha and that thcro was no death certificate 
I available.

Vice Consul' Galbraith, asked about the allegations, reported the 
following: 

A. In regard to the cost serious allegation, that of threatening 
the Apollo, Galbraith dons recall'discussing in general terms the 
{subject of cabotage. The topic somehow arose oarly at lunch following 
mention of Moroccan port security measures after the July 10 attempted 
coup d'etat. Mr. 1-arreo first had mentioned several WW II tales of 
ship sabotage involving acid on electrical wirlog, etc. Galbraith 
volunteered that when he was four or five years old, playing filling 
station attendant at his hone,., he ruined hie grandfather's car by 
tpouring Coca-Cola or a similar soft drink Into the vehicle's gas 
'tank. Mr. Warren noted that something similar could bO'dona to a 
shipb fuel supply. Calbtalth remarked "X suppoye so". Later Galbraith 
also remarked that he had read somewhere where diamond duct was used 
to destroy engines. Miss Jone CHIBIAS1 (introduced to Galbraith ax»d 
later to Msistcr ao Miss Joni Van Hoecke) was present at the lunch 
and, since it appeared her comprehension of English was limited she 
asked Galbraith to explain in French. This was done. 
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Later during the lunch Mr. Warren asked G/lbralth if tho CIA (obviously

President Hixon gave tha order, would tho CIA blew up tho Apollo, 
using frogment Galbraith replied that ho seriously doubted President 
Mixon or the CIA could "give a daaaa about tho Apollo". 

] It was quite later, near the end of a three-hour lunch paid for by 
Mr. Warren, that Hr* Warren, this time In a serious mood, Informed 
Galbraith that tha Apollo would not "tolerate" unneccocary investigation 
and his organisation, backed by plenty of money and powerful friends in 
high places, could cause a "nosy vice consul severe problems". nWarren 
added that, in Safi where the Apollo was woll liked, "accidents could 
easily happen to people". 




Galbraith replied that he Interpreted that «• a threat both sgalnat 


himself and tha United States Government and that he, Galbraith, did not 
taka such threats lightly. Hr. Warren immediately tried to regain a 


sense of flippancy and remarked that he hoped Galbraith, as a result of 
"misinterpretation", would not have tho CIA blow up the Apollo,. Galbraith 
remarked that the conversation waa getting rather childish and certainly 
was unintcreoting to tho young lady, Mlsa Van Hoeck, who, from the 
puzzled look on her face, did not understand much of what was said. 

Mr. Warren then turned to her and announced that 'Xhir Vice Consul believes 
1 ao threatening hia. He will coma down to tho ship tomorrow and pour 
Coca-Cola in our fuel. You are supposed to seduce him so ho won’t 
do that kind of thing." 

In summary, Galbraith never threatened tha Apollo in any manner. 
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As to the Other sworn .Statements, 'Mr. Galbraith told Mr. Karrea, in the 
company of several other persons aboard the ship, that he personally 
jdld not accept as the full story t>hnt the Apollo was a businessAeanageorat 
i research flxn. Galbraith hewever ■'sold that, ns far as he understood, 
what he personally believed did not matter since the ship was Panamanian 
and operating in Moroccan waters. He osld he cared only about)the 
formalities of the girl's death (an Amerlean citizen).

Mr. Warren and Apollo Captain Norman 3* Starkay bqth, on several 
occasions, told Galbraith that they ware aware that there wero numerous 
rumors Circulating in Casablanca and in Agadir to the affoct that the 
ship was anything from a floating*brothel* to a drug operation. Galbraith 
said that he too had hoard theaa reports (which is quito true) and 
i consented that few people with^any busInass sense could accept the 
i business management story.

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In response to a question in the House of Commons on 
January 27* Richard Crossman, Secretary of State for Social 
Services, announced that he had appointed Sir John Foster, 
a Queen’s Counsel and Conservative MP for Northwich, to 
conduct an official, but private, inquiry into the practice 
and effects of Scientology. He said the Government expects 
to publish the full report, but in any event the results 
would be published. 



Some MPs questioned whether it would be fair to take 
testimony in private, thus denying those accused an oppor¬ 
tunity to reply. Crossman said he had pondered the point 
for some weeks but had finally decided on a "semi-privileged" 
inquiry because many of the witnesses would be "people of a 
nervous nature who are not going to face cross-examination 
and public examination." 


After Crossman's announcement, the executive committee 
of the Church of Scientology met and issued a statement that 
they would boycott the inquiry unless six conditions were 
fulfilled: ( 1 ) the terms of reference of the inquiry were 
approved by them 5 ( 2 ) the inquiry board consist of ''fair and 
impartial" persons ; ( 3 ) the Government bear all inquiry 
costs; (4) all religious philosophical groups be included; 

> (5) the inquiry also investigate "who is attacking the Church 

of Scientology and why"; and ( 6 ) the inquiry be broadened to 
include all mental healing, including psychiatry. There is 
ip no prospect that the Government will meet these demands. 
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MPs also asked Crossman if the inquiry would look into 
Scientology’s "character assassination" of its critics, hut he 
said he is more concerned with guarding "innocent people with 
’*•*»*’* minds" than members of the Government and Parliament. An 
example of this type of attack is a leaflet distributed in 
London by scientologists the day before the inquiry was > 

announced. It stated in part: "(Home Secretary) Callaghan, 

Cro :sman and (former Health Minister) Robinson follow the orders 
of 1 hidden foreign group that recently set itself up in England 
which has as its purpose the seizure of any being whom they 
dislike or who will not agree, and permanently disabling or 
killing him." 

Pending the report of the inquiry. Crossman stated that the 
ban on foreigners entering the U. K. to work or study at Scien¬ 
tology establishments would remain in effect. He indicated that 
the inquiry had become "highly desirable" because of "remarkable 
changes" in the six months since the ban was announced. It is 
assumed that Crossman was referring to reports of the continued 
growth of Scientology and plans to open additional centers in 
provincial cities. 
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The above information may be of use to the Department in the event 
of complaints from Americans who were prevented from participating

or to take legal action against any of its leaders for fear of being 
accused of interfering with the freedom of religion. She noted 
that Scientology sometimes refers to itself as a school and some¬ 
times as a church in an obvious effort to acquire such untouchability 0 
She said the Government hopes that the leaders will become so dis¬ 
couraged by immigration difficulties as to retreat from their British 
base* Miss Millson expressed her personal conviction, however, 
that Scientology has gained such a foothold in the United Kingdom 
and acquired so many British proponents that legal action against 
the organization itself, which would have to be preceeded by new 
legislative authority, will eventually prove necessary. British 
authorities have several times referred to the possibility that 
personal information obtained from "students" under hypnosis and 
other treatment could be used for blackmail and other coercive 
purposes, but Miss Millson stated that no such cases are actually 
known.

That British officials may be contemplating other steps might be 
suggested by the fact that the Embassy's Legal Attache has had 
requests from British police for information concerning some of 
the Americans involved. These inquiries revealed that Hubbard 
and others have petty criminal records in the United States. The 
U.*S. Internal Revenue Service office in London has for some time 
been compiling information on Hubbard and his organizations for 
tax purposes* 
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
